time for military effectiveness and 
the preservation of national morale 
by the prevention of widespread 
unemployment. 


“The long list of industries 
crippled or killed by priority 
orders began with aluminum. 
In March the American Feder- 
ation of Labor warned the de- 
fense administration that wide- 
spread unemployment was’ im- 
minent in aluminum goods for 
civilian purposes. In July rep- 
resentatives of aluminum 
unions again came to Washing- 
ton to make personal petition

And Map Plans 
For the Future 


A survey of the present social 
and economic trends throughout 
the world and the future policy of 
the international labor office in re- 
lation to post-war reconstruction 
problems, will highlight the ILO 
convention which opens in New 
York, October 27. 

These questions will be consid- 
ered in a report submitted by Act- 
ing Director of the International 
Labor Office Edward J. Phelan.

spirit that unites all the delegates in a common purpose and a mutual 
relationship. Without being sentimental about it, these men and women 
are glad to see each other again and they show it. 

Since we flew to Seattle, after a long trans-continental trip, we’ve met 
many of the old-timers again and made new friends among the younger 
delegates. And they’ve all got the same story to tell: 

“Things are going swell.” 

For the time being complaints and disputes and rivalries are sub- 
merged in the general feeling of good fellowship, And, despite the heavy 
demands and sacrifices entailed by the national defense program, the 
workers of America are getting a break at last. Wages are higher, con- 
ditions are better and jobs are plentifully available. We see these good |; 
times reflected in the joyous greetings of the delegates. | 
WHAT EVERYONE WANTS TO KNOW | 

But no one is forgetting for an instant that tougher times lie ahead— |} 
how much tougher none of us know. The delegates are keenly aware of 
the critical present and the dangerous future. 

The war in Europe is on everyone’s lips. ‘“Will Russia be able to hold 
off Hitler over the winter?”, is the immediate question. ‘Will our navy 
be forced into a shooting war with nazi submarines?”, the delegates 
ask us. 

Because we come from Washington and are supposed to keep in touch 
with things, they think we know the answers. But all we know is this— 
that America will not get into this war until and unless it is forced upon 
us by Hitler. 

We know that America is determined to do everything in its power to 
help the forces in Europe which are fighting Hitler. We know that 
America is against everything Hitler stands for. We know that our gov- 
ernment realizes that a Hitler conquest of Europe will mean calamity 
and eventual war for us. 

As we say this, heads nod in rapid and approving assent. There is no 
question about the attitude of these representatives of American Fed- 
eration of Labor unions. They are back of the administration’s foreign 
policy 100 per cent. They are for the national defense program 100 per 
cent. And they are against appeasement of Hitler 100 per cent. 

Yet there are delegates—and a considerable number of them—who are 
disgruntled with the way the defense program’s labor policy has been 
handled. They say that “we have been behaving and getting kicked 
jaround as a reward while the CIO has been raising hell and getting 
everything they want to keep them quiet.” 

GREATER ISSUES ARE INVOLVED 

As they tell their stories, it grows quite clear that they have some 
provocation. The fine record made by the American Federation of 
Labor unions has not received the recognition it deserves. The occa- 
gional instance of some local union kicking over the traces gets all the 
headlines. It is difficult to keep menbership in line and avoid strikes | 
when the workers see CIO unions obtaining benefits by striking on | 
defense jobs. 

But, as we see it, greater issues are involved than an immediate wage 
increase or a better contract. If all of labor is going to get involved in 
a scramble to see which one cah get the most while the defense pro- 
gram is allowed to suffer, we will all be in the soup. Public opinion will 
be mobilized against labor, anti-labor legislation will be adopted and 
many of the basic gains won by the workers in the last decade will go 


overboard. : 
As we see it, if the CIO wants to jeopardize its future and the nation’s 


better than to follow such a bad example. In the long run restraint will | 
pay better dividends to labor than reckless selfishness. 

The truth is that no one has more to lose than labor in a defeat of 
democracy. And no one will gain more than labor if totalitarianism is 
forever crushed. Let us not be stampeded into forgetting these funda- 
mentals by an impatient desire to pick up a few extra benefits immedi- 
| ately. 
| All of this is not only our personal opinion but the settled conclusion 
of the great majority of the delegates as they assemble in Seattle on the 
eve of the sixty-first annual convention of the American Federation of 


Labor.

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Let's Stop “Calling Names” for Awhile 


In the Grave Emergency Confronting the Nation, We Should 
Respect Right of All Americans to Express Opinions Freely 


One night last week, Congressman Hamilton Fish of New 
York was pleading with an audience in Philadelphia to keep this 
country out of the European war. Some of the listeners indicated 


they would not fight even if congress passed a declaration of| 


war. 


This aroused Fish, who, in the last world conflict, served with| 
distinction on the battlefronts in Flanders, and made this ring-| 


ing statement: 
“I want to go on record as saying that I shall fight a pro- 
posal to declare war, but if such a declaration is approved 
by a majority in congress, I shall put on my uniform once 
more and fight in this war as I did in the last.” 

The overwhelming majority of Americans, we are sure, take 
the same position as Fish. They may not agree as to what the 
country should do, but they are for their country, first, last and 
all the time. 

However they insist on their right to freely discuss the issue 
of peace or war. Some say we should get in right now. Others 
argue it is all right to extend aid to Britain, but we should avoid 
actual participation. And a third group earnestly maintain we 
should avoid entangling alliances abroad and devote our ener- 
gies to the defense of our own country. 

In a republic like ours, there is only one way to reconcile such 
broad differences of opinion, and that is to encourage full and 
free discussion. Unfortunately, many of us show signs of becom- 
ing extremely intolerant and even hysterical. Instead of answer- 
ing the other fellow's arguments, we are disposed to call him a 
“timid isolationist,” ‘‘the friend of Hitler,” or “the 
Britain.” 

Now, undoubtedly some

of those indulging in the debate 


of | 


which is raging all over the country are actuated by unworthy 
motives. Some may be on the payroll of foreign powers. But nine 
out of 10 are patriotic Americans, who are desperately anxious 
to see their country do the right thing in this tremendous emer- 
gency. 


Let’s stop calling names for 


a while, and while vigorously 


defending our own opinions, give decent consideration to 
the point of view of the fellow who doesn’t agree with us. 


At the same time, we should all follow the example of Con 
gressman Fish and resolve that when congress, clothed by the 
constitution with exclusive power to declare war, makes a deci 
sion, for war or for peace, we will bow to the will of the majority 
and stand by our country, however grave the situation may 


become.— Labor.
